Of the three phases of Poultry 
Raising-Feeding, Breeding and Man¬ 
agement, there is no doubt that Feed¬ 
ing is commercially most important 
and to be really profitable one must 
have a well Bred-to-Lay Flock, take 
good care of them, feed good feed and 
keep the Poultry House sanitary. 

Low average egg production is un¬ 
doubtedly due to feeding hens entir¬ 
ely on whole grain. Hens fed on grain 
and given all they want and allowed 
free range, average fifty eggs per 
year. Biologically tested Mash has 
produced 300 egg hens at a small 
additional cost above grain fed hens. 

The objects of feeding are to maintain 
the body in good health, to promote 
the most rapid and efficient growth to 
obtain maximum egg production. 

A hen requires from 75 to 90 pounds 
of feed per year; 60 to80 per cent 
goes to body maintenance. A hen is 
expected to produce several times her 
weight in eggs in the course of a year 
and one that lays 200 two ounce 
egg s produces approximately 44 
ounces of egg shells, that is one of 
the reasons why minerals play such 
an important part in poultry Feed 
Ing. If the feed is not sufficient in 
mineral protein or carbohydrates the 
bird’s system is unquestionably sev¬ 
erely strained. The ration for a lay¬ 
ing hen must include the necessary 
ingredients in the right amount to 
rourish all parts of the body and 
make eggs. She may lav for some¬ 
time at the expense of her body tis¬ 
sues. but ultimately the result Is low¬ 
er egg production and higher mor¬ 
tality. The materials that compose 
Feeds are chemically classified as 
Carbohydrates, Fat, Protein, Ash and 
Water. The Carbohydratess and Fat 
consist essentially of carbon and 
water, that function is to supply heat, 
energy and fat for the body tissues 
also yolk for the egg.

The contract for a new fast 
steamship to ply between Saint 
John and Dlgby, Nova Scotia, will 
shortly be awarded by the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific Railway, it has been 
announced by E. W. Beatty chair¬ 
man and president of the company. 
The ship will be of the highest 
standard, 340 feet in length, cap¬
